Princs A. de Broglle pres ded, while M, Labou-
Inye dellvered an address, In which he toek a
comprehensive survey of the whole guestion
of lition, He alinded to Montesgquliea In
his “Eeprit des Lols," to John Jay, the Ameri-
can jurisconsuit, aud others, who hnd preceded
Clarkson, G. Bharp, and Wiiberrorce. In his
digeriminating aud philosophical analysis of
their several services and lofluences, contrasl-
ing and lustrating ench by the other, he
brought oul the vhnraoteristics of Clarkson
Wilberfores, Buxton, Brougham, O'Connell, and
Joseph Blurges, in Koglund. He then pissed
in review the speclal advocacy nnd influence
of Jay, Bumuner, and Liloyd Garrlson In Ame-
riea, and the great champlons of emancipation
in Franoe, glying o place o the Duc de Broglie
and others,

The specch wos deservedly applauded, and
will be welcomed as a generous tribute {o the
advoontes of negro freedom, and & lucld ex-
position of whe principles on whicli the
emmul&nuuu of the slave ln every land should
bé based.

Mr. Lloyd Garrison was then luirodueu-l ns
the representative of the American Freedinon's
Unlon, He apologizud for bis lnablilky to use
the Froneh longue, and expressed the hupe
that the day would come when ono languige
would be unlversal. His speech was ain elo-
guent exposition of the Amorloun struggle in
the sbolitlon of ginvery, tracing the origin of
the slave power and I8 usurpstions and exae-
tions throughout the perlod preceding the ro-
eont civil war. He sketehed the persecuilons
and hestility endured by the friends of the

bondmen. He delinsated the progress ol ihe
eause, the lnumrn of liberty, and the lingerin
antsgonism of the planters, the hatred avinee

towards the slave, and the conduct of Lue pre-
penl President, Mr, Johpson, whom he repra-
sented as the adversary of a patriot peonle and
an enlightened Congress. He quoted tne tosti-
mony ot Mr, P, 8, Chuse and his coadfutors cons
cerning the freedmen, who have refuted sla-
very's accusation of ldleness and incapacity;
lndv not only worked faithfully while under
white employers, but when facllities have been
accorded them, hnve proved themselyes capa-
bl of llfdepundent and self-organized labor,
The audlence lstened for an hour with gratified
patience to the address of the world-fumed
ehamplon of lberty which bhe elosod by o grate-
ful acknewledgment of the services of the
Freuch condjutors,

An episode occnrred after tho closo of Mr. Gar-
rison's address;a colored man in respectadblegar o
aiked for permission to address the meeling.
He avowed himsell to have beéen a slave in
Georgla when Bherman invaded that State,
and did not till then know of Mr, Lincoln's

roclamation, When he learned he was [ree,

@ lefs the colton plantation, went to New
York, and thence procesded to Providence

1., where he engaged in the coal trade, an
subsequently worked ln the service of the State
Government. He told his own tule to prove
that slaves ware able to provide for Lthemsealves,
and knew thie value of time and money. He
was well reoeived by the meeting, and produced
a8 d Impression,

he Prince N, de Broglie followed, and men-
tloned the motives which had Ingpired the Due
de Droglle and his famlly with a zeal for
emancipalion and the liberty of the enslaved.
The Conference accepled with manifest plea=
sure the sympathies of a family so honored in
lineage. Hon. J, Palfrey addreased the Confe-
rence In French, and ackuowiedged the obliga-
tions of Americans 10 their friends In France,
General Dubols, who had been representative
